Picking Up Some Sound Effects 


Television has become an important 


feature in the daily lives of almost ev­ 


eryone in America, from the youngsters 


to the oldsters of both sexes. 
In most sections of the country tele­ 
vision signals are easily received direct 


from the transmitting stations. 
However, there are about 50 localized 


areas in the United States which due to 
their distance from broadcasting sta­ 
tions. plus high intervening mountains 
which block "line of sight" transmis­ 
sion, where the residents would be 
without television reception unless al­ 
ternate means of reflecting or "piping 
in" of TV signals are provided. 
Palm Springs and most of the popu­ 
lous desert section nestled close to the 
base of the toweringl.v protective San 
Jacinto mountains is such an area. 
With television a “m ust” in almost 
every home today, our particular part 
of the desert would be badly blighted 
in growth and the everyday enjoyments 
of its people uness satisfactory televi­ 
sion reception were provided. 
Fortunately for everyone this has 
been done. 
Palm Springs Community Television 
Company some years ago installed re­ 
ceiving antennas on the shoulder of 
Mount San Jacinto and by means of a 
cable operating under city license has 
provided reception of most major sta­ 


tions to several thousand subscribers 
within the City. 
In addition, a group of public spirit­ 
ed community leaders several years 
ago formed a non-profit corporation 
which through public .subscription in­ 
stalled and operates a Translator Sta­ 
tion reflecting signals from Channels 2 
and 4 to additional thousands of homes 
in the region from Palm Springs to In­ 
dian Wells. 
Both of these systems are kn import­ 
ant convenience to thousands of resi­ 
dents in and near Palm Springs. Their 
services have become indispensable in 
fulfilling public necessity. 
While a hearing has been scheduled 
before 
the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission on technical legal grounds 
in an attempt to close down the Trans­ 
lator Station, it Is to be sincerely hoped 
th at no such action is taken. 
Should the Translator be shut down 
thousands of people would be deprived 
of the limited programs it now supplies. 
A total TV blackout to all of those 
to whom cable service is not available 
would result in a serious, needless and 
damaging setback to our general econo­ 
m y and continued growth. 
There is ample "room ” and need for 
both of the existing TV systems in Palm 
Springs and the surrounding area. 
Definite and permanent continuance 
of the Translator station is an absolute 
public necessity.

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Labor Unions, City Attorney Discuss State Work 


B y FRED G. WEIGEL 
Palm Springs, which has gain­ 
ed national as well as statew ide 
publicity in its passage oí the 
highly controversial Right-to-Work 
law, is once again the focal point 
with the initiative m easure which 
would ad d Section 1A to Article 1 
oí the State Constitution. 
V oters will go to the polls in 
N ovem ber to vote on whether 
they w ant a Statewide Right to 
Work m easure. 


BECAUSE OF THE g r e a t in­ 
terest in Right to Work legisla­ 
tion. T lie Desert Sun is the first 
new spaper in the entire state to 
print not only the new m easure 
as it will read ii it if- enacted, hut 
gives th e viewpoint of the labor 
unions in regard to the proposed 
law, and in rebuttal City Attorney 
Jerry Bunker. 
To m ak e this reading both m ore 
understanding and easier for ref­ 
erence. th e state m easure will be 
printed in blackface, followed by 
a com m ent on the particular sec­ 
tions by first the union and then 
Bunker. 
THE M EASURE reads 
T h e 
People of the State of California 
Do E nact As Follows: A new Sec­ 
tion 1-A if hereby added to A rti­ 
cle 1 of the Constitution o f the 
State of California, to read: 


THE MEASURE READS: 
(1) All men should be free to 
elect voluntarily whether to Join

or not to join a labor organisa­ 
tion. The principle of voluntary 
unionism 
provides a safeguard 
against the abuses whirh result 
Irom monopoly control of employ­ 
ment. 
(2) It is hereby derlarrd to be 
the public policy of California that 
the right of persons to work shall 
not he denied or abridged on ac- 
cou t of mem bership or non-mem­ 
bership in any labor organization. 
(31 Any agreem ent or combina­ 
tion between any employer and 
any labor organization whereby 
persons not members of such la­ 
bor organization shall be denied 
the right to work for the employ­ 
er. or whereby such membership 
Is made a condition of employ­ 
ment by such emplover. Is here­ 
by declared to be against public 
policy. 
UNION: The first three subsec­ 
tions m ak e it the policy of the 
state to destroy the idea of m a­ 
jority rule in collective bargain­ 
ing by declaring union m em ber­ 
ship m ust be a m atter of indivi­ 
dual choice even when the over­ 
whelm ing num ber of w o r k e r s 
vote for th e union shop T h i s 
m eans union m em bers must work 
with non-union m em bers in a 
com pulsory open shop. The real 
purpose is to force union m em ­ 
bers to w ork under nor - union 
w ages, hours and conditions. 
BU NKER: You will note t h a t 
the union states that the f i r s t 
three subsections m ake it the 
policy of the State to destroy the 
idea of a m ajoriy rule in collec­ 
tive bargaining by declaring m em ­ 
bership m u st be a m atter of indi­ 
vidual choice even when the over­ 
whelm ing num ber of workers vote 
for the union shop. 
I consider this an ingenious way 
of saying th at in a free nation 
consisting of free societies, one 
m ust join a union. Simply stated, 
the attitude of the union is a non 
sequitur. 
It does not follow that free peo­ 
ple in free institutions m ust join 
a*union. The union statem ent is 
sim ply an affirm ation of w h a t

they have said so m any tim es be­ 
fore, nam ely that w hen an em ­ 
ploye seeks em ploym ent he must 
drop his right of freely choosing. 
This is an extrem ely dangerous 
type of philosophy of governm ent 
and I am surprised the U n io n 
would reduce this anti-dem ocratic 
philosophy to w riting. 
(4) No person shall be required 
by an em ployer to becom e or re­ 
m ain a m em ber of any labor or­ 
ganization as a condition of em ­ 
ployment or continuation of em- 
j plovment by such em ployer. 
(5> No person shall be requir­ 
ed by an em ployer to abstain or 
refrain from m em bership in any 
labor organization as a condition 
off employment or continuation of 
employment. 
(4) No em ployer shall require 
any person as a condition of em­ 
ployment or continuation of em­ 
ployment. to pay any dues. fees, 
or other charges of any kind to 
anv labor organization. 
(7) No person, firm , associa­ 
tion. corooration or labor organ­ 
ization shall cause or attempt to 
cause any em ployer to violate any 
of the provisions of this Section. 
UNION: Subsections 4 thourgh 
7 spell out just w hat practices 
would be unlawful. They prohibit 
any action by an em ployer or any 
person, firm or association, cor­ 
poration or 
labor 
organization 
w hich causes or even "attem pts 
to cause’’ an em ployer to require 
a person to becom e a u n i o n 
m em ber or to pay dues, fees or 
any other charges of any kind to 
a labor organization as a condi­ 
tion of em ploym ent. 
This m eans — the union shop 
would be illegal; one worker or 
a handful against the u n i o n 
would h a\e the power to keep the 
union tied 
in knots: 
freerider 
w ouldn't pay a dim e for the cost 
of operating the union. 
This m eans also that individual 
union m em bers could be sued for 
dam ages for m erely suggesting to 
an em ployer that he hire m em­ 
b ers because they are b e t t e r 
w orkers. It m eans that you as a 
union m em ber could be taken in­ 
to court and sued for everything 
you own for m aking such a sug­ 
gestion. 
Because joint trust funds are 
held to be labor organizations, it 
m eans that health and welfare 
plans, pension plans, and joint 
vacation program s involving joint 
contributions by em ployes a n d 
em ployers would be out the win­ 
dow. 
BUNKER: The union's state­ 
m ent next attacks Subsections 4 
through 7. You will note that they 
state: "This m eans the u n i o n 
shop would be illegal, one workers 
or a handful against the union 
would have the power to keep the 
union tied in knots; free riders 
wouldn t pay a dime for the cost 
of operating the union." Such 
a 
statem ent is a com bination of a 
trem endous num ber of assum p­ 
tions. 
To begin with. If all employes 
In a business organization are un­ 
ion m em bers, then you have, in 
essence, a union shop M erely re­ 
ducing this obvious state of facts 
to writing in the form of a union 
shop agreem ent is of no great 
mom ent. 
The difficulty with the u n i o n 
position is this, they are adm it­ 
ting. in so m any words, th at they 
are unable to solicit m em bership 
voluntarily, therefore this law is 
evil only because it destroys the 
union's right to im press involun­ 
tary m em bership on em ployes. 
Such statem ents as "one work­ 
er or a handful against the union 
would have the power to keep the 
union tied in k n o ts' is an un­ 
truth The union itself is the only 
one that has the power to tie it­ 
self into knots and. to the per­ 
ceiving person, it is readily ap­ 
parent that they are rapidly ac­ 
complishing this dilem m a. 
There is no truth to the state­ 
m ent that health and w e l f a r e 
plans, pension plans, and joint 
vacation program s, would he out 


the window. If these plans are 
justified, the em ployer will accede 
to the dem ands of the union, and 
this is so whether there is a 
closed shop or not. 
The competition for com petent 
help in a capitalistic dem ocracy 
is so keen that you will find a 
m yriad of instances wherein e m ­ 
ployers without threats of the un­ 
ion have already established ben­ 
eficial program s for em ployes. 
Simply stated, a union ceases to 
function when its use ceases to 
exist. This state law seeks only 
to provide an atm osphere w here­ 
in Union uselessness m ay becom e 
m ore apparent. 
(8) Any person who may be de­ 
nied employment or be deprived 
of continuation of his employment 
in violation of paragraphs (41. 
(5) or (4). or of one or more of 
surh paragraphs shall be entitled 
to recover from such employer and 
from any other person or firm , 
corporation, association or labor 
organization 
acting in concert 
with such employer, by appropri­ 
ate action in the courts of this 
State, such damages as he m av 
have sustained by reason of such 
denial or deprivation of em ploy­ 
ment. together with reasonable 
attorney fees. 
(9) Any employer, person, firm , 
association, corporation or labor 
organization Injured as a result 
of any violation or threatened 
violation of jm y provision of this 
Section or threatened with 
any 
such violation, shall he entitled to 
intunetive relief against any and 
all violators or persons threaten­ 
ing violation, and also to recover 
from surh violator or violators, 
or persons or persons, anv and 
all dam ages of any character re­ 
sulting from such violation* or 
threatened violations. Such rem e­ 
dies shall he independent of and 
in addition to the remedies pre- 
srribed in other provisions of this 
Section. 
UNION: Subsection* 8 and 9 set 
forth penalties for violation of any 
of the provisions of the initiative. 
They include damaRe suits and 
the issuance of injunctions against 
individuals a* well as unions and 
em ployers. 
This m eans dam age suits could 
be applied not only against the 
union but against every m em ber 
of the organization. 
BUNKER: In Subsections 8 and 
9. you have the union's statem ent 
that the law provides for injunc­ 
tions and dam ages. 
It is true that the law does so 
provide for penalties because a 
law without a penalty is m erely 
a expression of sentim ent 
but 
not of conviction. The union a t­ 
tem pts to say the individual m em ­ 
bership will he subject to dam a­ 
ges — and this is true. Anybody 
who violates a State law be he 
a union m em ber of not. is handled 
the sam e. In our fram e work of 
dem ocracy, no exception is m ade 
because a m an s coat has a union 
label thereon. 
(10» The provision* of this Sec­ 
tion shall not apply to any lawful 
contract in force on the effective 
date hereof but they shall apply 
in all respects to contracts enter­ 
ed into thereafter and to any re­ 
newal or extension of any exist­ 
ing contract. 
UNION 
This subsection pro­ 
vides that this vicious m easure 
will apply to all contracts now in 
force when they come up for re­ 
newal or extension. 
This m eans that wages, hours, 
health and welfare plans, pension 
plans now provided for hy your 
contract aren't worth the paper 


they are written on once y o u r 
contract expires. 
This m eans also that any con­ 
tract in existence at the lim e of 
the adoption of the law would be 
in danger if it contained a re­ 
opening clause for wage discus­ 
sions or any sim ilar m atter. 
BUNKER In Section 10. and in 
typical union iashion. we have a 
com plete untruth 
The u n i o n 
states that this im pending State 
m easure will invalidate agree­ 
m ents for wages, hours, health 
and welfare plans, and pension 
plans. 
As a m atter of fact, and I 
m ean FACT, the only thing this 
law would affect would be the 
one provision in these contracts 
providing for the closed shop. All 
the rest of the contract would re­ 
m ain in force. 
If and when the Suprem e Court 
decides our local ordinance is 
valid, it will apply in the sam e 
fashion that the proposed State 
law would. Our ordinance could 
be utilized solely for the purpose 
of invalidating the single provi­ 
sion in a union security agree­ 
m ent providing for the closed or 
union shop and nothing else. All 
other provisions relating ta wages 
hours, health and w elfare, pension 
plans, etc would rem ain in force 
and be valid. 
(11* Nothing In 
this Section 
shall be construed to deny, the 
right of any employe to he rep­ 
resented in collective bargaining 
by a labor organization. 
UNION: This subsection per­ 
m its a person to choose his own 
bargaining agent even when the 
m ajority have picked a g i v e n 
union to represent them . 
This m eans that any peTson 
can pick any organization outside 
the collective bargaining unit to 
represent him even when 99 per 
cent of the workers have voted 
for one union. This would not only 
destroy m ajority rule, but would 
also m ake for endless conflicts as 
to representation and conditions 
of em ploym ent. 
BUNKER: The union next a t­ 
tacks subsection 11. and they 
state: "T his subsection perm its a 
person to choose his own bargain­ 
ing agent even when the m ajori­ 
ty have picked a given union to 
represent them ." 
In short, the union seem s to 
conceive of its existence in the 
sam e fashion as a governm ent. 


iu guicrnm eiii. u nas nommg 
to do with the individual desires 
of the w orker. 
In a free country a worker 
should be able to represent him­ 
self or join a union for represen­ 
tation. The point is that the work 
er should m ake the choice. Any 
compulsion tow ard that choice, 
such as a union security agree 
m ent, is not in keeping with 
dem ocractic principles. 
(12) The provision* of this Sec­ 
tion shall be self-executing but 
legislation not in conflict here­ 
with may be enacted to facilitate 
Its operation. 
UNION: This subsection m akes 
it possible for the state legisla­ 
ture to apply crim inal penalties 
against w orkers and their unions 
in addition to those already p ro ­ 
vided. 
This could m ean jail sentences 
for union m em bers and officials 
seeking to negotiate or achieve a 
union shop. 
BUNKER: Subsection 12 is at­ 
tacked because it provides that 
the State Legislature m ay impose 
crim inal penalties. Once again, 
an offense agaist the p e o p l e 
through their governm ent is not 
to be condoned but rather pun­ 
ished. N aturally the Legislature 
would provide crim inal penalties. 
If the act is a crim e, there must 
be a penalty for it. 
H3) As used herein, “l a b o r 
organization" means any organi­ 
zation of any kind, or any agency 
or employe representation com­ 
mittee or plan, in which employes 
participate and which exists for 
the purpose, in whole or in part, 
of dealing with employers con­ 
cerning 
grievances, 
labor 
dis­ 
putes, 
wages, 
rates 
of 
pay, 
hours of unemployment, or con­ 
ditions of work. 


UNION: This subsection defines 
labor organizations and gives leg­ 
al recognition to company unions. 
Together with subsection 11 it per­ 
m its an individual to choose a 
com pany union to represent him. 
This m eans company control of 
collective bargaining t h ro u g h 
stooge unions. 
BUNKER: In Subsection 13 the 
reference is that company unions 
are necessarily stooge u n j o n s . 
L et’s face the fact: If th e non­ 
com pany union has a p rogram 
which is of benefit to the w orkers, 
there will not be a com pany un­ 
ion. 
You will note the sam e p rev ail­ 
ing philosophy throughout t h i s 
entire attack on the proposed 
State legislation, which is to per­ 
m it the union with all safe gu ards 
and without limitations, to con­ 
trol the destiny of the w orker. 
This has been found ill - advised 
when we concern ourselves with 
interstate com m erce. 
Therein we find the Taft-H art- 
Icy Labor Law governs unions 
and keeps them w i t h i n the 
bounds of propriety. In in trastate 
com m erce in California, th is law 
will perm it a complete freedom of 
worker or the laborer from the 
dem ands of both union and m an ­ 
agem ent regarding labor u n i o n 
status. 
(14) If anv of the provisions 
hereof, or the application of such 
provision to any person or circum ­ 
stance. shall be held invalid, the 
remainder of this Section, or the 
application of such provision to 
persons or circumstances other 
than those as to which it I* held 
invalid, shall 
not be 
affected 
thereby. 
UNION: Subsection 14 is de­ 
signed to prevent the entire ini­ 
tiative from being declared un­ 


constitutional even if the court 
should declare any one -prov ision 
invalid. 
This is a legal gim m ick, and 
m eans that the open shoppers aro 
prepared to battle indefinitely in 
the courts on the constitutionality 
of the measure. 
BUNKER: 
Subsection 
14 
is 
characterized by the union as a 
"legal gim m ick.’’ Actually it is 
nothing m ore than a severability 
clause which is inserted in ail 
State 
legislation 
regardless of 
whether it applies to labor-man- 
agem ent m atters or otherwise. 
It is interesting to note that the 
union attacks this severability 
clause in the State legislation, 
yet should one of their u n i o n 
security agreem ents be attacked, 
they would cry severability to the 
world in order to save pension 
plans, labor, hours, etc., from an 
offending closed shop provision. 


LABOR UNIONS have gone on 
an all-out drive to defeat the 
Right-to-Work m easure that w i l l 
be before the people in Novem­ 
ber. and have set up headquarters 
throughout the state dedicated to 
defeating the m easure 
In Palm Springs. Bunker re­ 
ported that Right to Work legis­ 
lation has been enacted in 18 
states, plus the City of P a 1 in 
Springs, and a few northern coun­ 
ties in this state. The statistical 
records indicate in the s t a t e s 
where the legislation is in effect, 
that employment has increased 
and not decreased. Bunker said. 
“ What the unions are afraid of 
is not that em ploym ent will in­ 
crease but that the union's in­ 
come will decrease.'* said Bunk­ 
er. "Union income has not and 
will not decrease so long as tlm 
welfare of the rank and file union 
m em ber is kept forem ost."
